Born in Bethlehem, 
county, N. Y., on March 28, 1834, 
Bullock was graduated from Al- 
bion Academy in 1850 and early 
became an expert telegrapher. 

In 1859 and 1860, according to 
library records in Albion, he was 
‘gia as an organizer for 
Adams Express Company. Later 
he formed the Southern Express 
Company organized railroad 
and telegraph lines which he 
operated under direction of the 
Confederate government during 
the Civil War. 

Unanimous Choice. 

With the end of hostilities, he 
became president of the Macon & 
Augusta railroad. In 1867,

formed Georgia’s post-bellum state 
constitution, and was the conven- 
tion’s unanimous choice for Gov- 
ernor, the same records indicate. 

After his brief gubernatorial ca- 
reer, the records show he eschew-. 
ed politics, but lived in Georgia 
many years and was president 
of a large cotton mill.

On nights when there is a state reception, 
these flags are taken downstairs during the period 
of the reception and are placed outside of the 
Blue Room, while the President is receiving the 
guests, and are returned to their places in the

A color guard consisting of four men under 
an officer, comes for the flags about ten minutes before the Presi- 
The usher comes. into the room and an- 
nounces that the color guard would like to take the flags. Every- 
body in the room stands up. The color guard comes in, faces the 
flags, salutes, reforms, and marches out. 
everybody in the room remains standing and at attention. 
the flags are returned, the same ceremony takes place and the 
usher announces the color guard. The color guard marches into the 
places them in their stands, goes back to 
position, salutes the flags, falls into formation and marches out.
